Detroit Paper 
For $2,000,000

DETROIT.— Father Charles E. 
Coughlin made two surprising 
moves when he offered three-quar- 
ters of an hour on his Sunday hour 
program for a Jewish reply to his 
assertions regarding the Jews and 
filed a $2,000,000 libel suit against 
the Detroit Free Press, which has 
been in the forefront of the at- 
tack on him for his anti-Semitic 
radio speeches. 

The radio time was offered to 
the Jewish Community Council by 
Leo Fitzpatrick, manager of Sta- 
tion WJR, a close friend of the 
priest who arranged the independ- 
ent national hookup for him. The 
offer provided that Father Cough- 
lin speak the first 15 minutes to 


“answer certain charges made 
against him after his talk last Sun- 
day.” 


(The offer was referred to the 
General Council of Jewish Organ- 
izations in New York, which re- 
jected it. Asked about the offer, 
Arthur S. Meyer of the General 
Council stated: “Naturally we are 
not interested in taking any part 
of Father Coughlin’s time. Should 
any arrangement be made for a 
radio speech, such arrangement 
will be made through the _ usual 
channels and in the usual way.”’) 

The libel suit, filed in the Circuit 
Court by Father Coughlin’s attor- 
heys, Milburnn and Simms, seeks 
$1,000,000 actual and another $1,- 
000,000 punitive damages because 
of articles published in the Free 
Press. The paper, in a story con- 
cerning Father Coughlin’s charge 
that it had misrepresented a state 
ment on refugees by Henry Ford, 
said that the priest “is giving still 
further evidence of his congenital 
inability to tell the truth.” 


Cardinal Says Not 
Church Spokesman

lin was “not authorized to speak 
for the Catholic Church,” and as- 
serted that he did not “represent 
the doctrine or sentiments of the 
church.” The statement of Card- 
inal Mundelein, who returned from 
Rome recently, was read over the 
Stations of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company by Bishop Barnard J. 
Sheil, Vicar General and Senior 
Auxiliary Bishop of Chicago, after 
another of Father Coughlin’s Sun- 
day afternoon addresses.

several veiled threats that

By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
PARIS.— Dramatic evidence of 
the value of refugees to French 
trade was afforded when a group 
of merchants in the Paris suburb 
of Chelles successfully objected to 
the removal of more than 1,500 
Austrian Jewish refugees residing 
there to the interior. A protest by 
the merchants that removal of the 
refugees would have an adverse 
effect on their business resulted in 
rescinding the evacuation order by 
the central pclice authorities. The 
police action not only cancels the 
removal order, which had been a 
terrible blow to the refugees, but 
permits the return to Chelles of 
those adready deported. It is un- 
derstood that Premier Edouard 
Daladier took a personal interest 
in the fate of the Chelles refugees, 
most of whom were being main- 
tained by funds supplied by the 
Joint Distribution Committee.

Britain Refuses 
Increase In Holy 
Land Immigrants

LONDON.—The British Govern- 
ment will neither reduce nor aug- 
ment Jewish immigration into Pal- 
estine until March, the Marquess 
of Dufferin and Ava, Colonial Under- 
secretary, advised the House of 
Lords during a full-dress debate 
on the Holy Land question. He 
warned all concerned with “this 
horrible question” of anti-Semitism 
in Germany to look elsewhere than 
Palestine for a solution of the ref- 
ugee problem. Although pessimis- 
tic on the immediate aid Palestine 
could give to German and Polish 
Jews, the Government spokesman 
urged the Jews to work for the 
success of the forthcoming British- 
Arab-Jewish conferences seeking 
a solution of the Palestine ques- 
tion, “and then perhaps Palestine 
will be able to make a larger con- 
tribution to the problem than it 
is able to do at present.” 

Lord Dufferin said that “although 
the matter is still under discussion, 
it would be difficult even to let in 
these 10,000 children,” in order not 
to jeopardize the success of the 
conference, which is intended to 
solve the Palestine problem. Such 
a decision, Zionists here said, will 
be deplored by the entire Jewish 
Community and will prejudice the 
conference’s results. The Jewish 
Agency may boycott the January 
conference because of the British 
Government’s delay in authorizing 
immediate entry into the Holy 
Land of the children, a spokesman 
of the British Zionist Federation 
said. 

Lord Dufferin also announced 
that the British Government was 
entering the conferences bound by 
the Balfour Declaration and the 
mandate, but would not hesitate to 
alter the mandate’s terms if an 
agreement was reached or if it 
was necessary for the Government 
to impose a settlement.

Coughlin Incident Nearing Crux 


T HE Father Coughlin incident is rapidly ap- 
proaching a denoument. In the past week, 
the radio priest was answered by a prominent 
Catholic layman, was censured by Cardimal Mun- 
delein and sued the Detroit Free Press for 
$2,000,000. 

What the future will bring is a matter of con- 
jecture. But it can be definitely stated that what- 
ever the Detroit priest chooses to say, whomever 
he maligns, whatever accusations he makes, all 
will’ henceforth be received by the more enlight- 
ened American public with that proverbial grain 
of salt. 

Until last Sunday, the public might have been 
inclined to believe every word Father Coughlin 
spoke. Practically no one except the Jews had 
risen to dispute his assertions. But today and 
next Sunday, Father Coughlin’s words must un- 
dergo an inspection in the light of this week’s 
developments. 


The controversy with Cardinal Mundelein is 
not over. Many Catholics will take affront at 
Coughlin’s sharp reply to one of the highest 
ranking men in the Catholic hierarchy. 

After the talk last Sunday by Frank Hogan, 
president of the American Bar Association, it 
seemed that Father Coughlin would be inclined 
to temper his Jewish attacks. But Coughlin’s

Z. Tygel Asks Why Outstanding Jewish Per- 
sonalities Do Not Assume Leadership In Present 
Crisis.—The other day I read an official declara- 
tion from a Jewish organization adopted at a 
protest meeting, saying that “The whole civil- 
ized world has been shocked and outraged to its 
very foundations” by the Nazi brutalities which 
had no equal even in the Middle Ages. But when 
I look upon the unfortunate outcasts in Zbaszyn 
and South Mehren I say it is a crass exaggera- 
tion unwarranted by the facts. No, neither the 
world at large nor we Jews have been sufficiently 
shocked and outraged. If we were really moved, 
if our hearts had been really touched by the 
groans of the sick, the moans of the helpless 
mothers and the pitiful wails of the hungry chil- 
dren, we would not have been content with a 
spasmodic protest, we would have moved heaven 
and earth, we would have acted, we would have 
loaded ship after ship with food and clothing 
and dispatched them to the outcasts, we would 
have sent our leaders over with instructions to 
work day and night fer the removal of the un- 
fortunates from No Man’s Land. After the World 
War we did measure up to our responsibility. We 
sent commissions cover the Ukraine when 
the terrible massacres of Jews occurred there, 
we organized relief units on a large scale for our 
suffering brothers and sisters in Eastern Europe, 
we made heroic sacrifices. Yet today the trag- 
edy is even greater, the need more urgent. Why 
are we so calm? Why do we not rise to the 
occasion? 

I had intended devoting this column exclusive- 
ly to the subject of American Jewry and our 
own helplessness, our inability to carry out any 
sustained activity of a positive nature in the 
field of relief. We get excited for a moment, 
there is a rush of temporary action, and then a 
lull and we are indifferent again. But one can- 
not talk about. these things without immediately 
thinking of the outcasts in Zbaszyn and Mehren, 
whose agonized cry reaches to us across the 
ocean, haunts us day and night, in our waking 
hours and ia our sleep. 

What are our American Jews doing at this 
catastrophic moment of our history? I do not 
mean only the leaders of the existing organiza- 
tions, but also the Baruchs, the Morgenthaus, our 
brilliant and outstanding personalities in all 
fields of American life and culture, men of im- 
portance and prestige who command the respect 
of the country. 

Why can not they do something big and vital? 
Why cannot they organize an action that will 
impress the world and produce results? Why do 
they not create a Sanhedrin, or call it by any 
name you will, to consist of fifty or perhaps sev- 
enty of our most distinguished personalities, in- 
cluding the eight or ten recognized leaders of 
the already existing organizations—in order to 
present a united front and to formulate a large, 
comprehensive and effective program of action in 
behalf of our tortured brothers and sisters on 


answer to Cardinal Mundelein, and his suit 
against the Detroit Free Press indicate that he 
proposes to go ahead, ignoring all protests, and 
in an even stronger vein. This would indicate 
that he has received a tremendous response from 
the public, from people who needed only the in- 
flaming words of a rabble-rouser to bring into 
the open their repressed hatred of the Jew. 

Consequently the Jewish Defense Council, if 
it thought that Mr. Hogan’s talk would once and 
for all end Father Coughlin’s repeated and re- 
futed assertion that Jews fomented and abetted 
the Bolshevik revolution. I must understand 
that it still has its work cut out for it, and if 
possible, in an even more critical situation. No 
destroyer as vicious as Coughlin can be rendered 
harmless except to a certain point. Those that 
are already inclined to believe the Catholic 
priest, will believe him despite all the Bar Asso- 
ciation presidents, despite ever-convincing proof 
to the contrary. 

The next few weeks will be a trying period. 
Like a maniac in desperation, Father Coughlin 
may charge the Jews with anything, offering for 
proof the spurious words of proven anti-Semites. 
On the other hand, Coughlin will run into more 
and more opposition from his own religious lead- 
ers. In any event the next few weeks will not 
be pleasant ones for Jews of the United States.

Father Coughlin Criticized By The Common- 
weal, Catholic Lay Weekly.—The American pub- 
lic generally, not to say Catholics themselves, 
know what they mean by anti-Semitism and 
know it when they hear and see it. They do, in- 
deed, become confused when they contrast the 
utterances popularized in Social Justice, the 
(Brooklyn) Tablet and their co-baiters with the 
declarations made by Archbishop Mitty, Cardinal 
Mundelein end others of the American hierarchy, 
and by the Pope himself, who condemned racism 
in no uncertain terms. 

The habit of specious’ selection in loading 
blame on Jews recalls too vividly the propagan- 
da of the Nazis before they took power. They 
also expressed all kindly consideration for the 
“good Jew” as opposed to the “international” or 
bad Jew. They also manifested regard for. the 
good, positive Christian as opposed to the bad, 
unpatriotic Christian, especially those with a 
“foreign allegiance.” 

It is smail consolation to the “good” Christian 
and Jew in Germany to remember now that at 
one time. Hitler defended them. We can’t for- 
get either that modern anti-Semitism, condemned 
in a noble way as racism, must also be recog- 
nized’ from a most practical, everyday point of 
view, as one side of a coin on whose reverse is 
inscribed, “No Popery!”

Father Coughlin Upheld By America, Jesuit 
Weekly.—The issue is that of free speech, and 
the case of Father Coughlin must be fought on 
that issue. The radio owners and directors did 
not agree with his addresses. They laid in wait 
for him and trapped him in a technicality. They 
forbade him the use of their stations because 
they, dictatorially and autocratically, decided his 
facts were not correct. 

Granted that his facts were debatable. Are 
the radio owners to be the supreme and final 
and infallible judges in regard to facts presented 
by one or the other side in a controversy? Let 
the battle over the facts continue to be waged. 
That is not the immediate issue. Let the ques- 
tion of whether or not the address of Father 
Coughlin tended to incite to racial dissension 
be debated and investigated. That is not the 
issue. 

The clear and defined issue is this: Shall an 
intolerable usurpation of the power to censor a 
nationally known speaker, respected by millions 
of his fellow citizens, and of the power to silence 
him, and of the power to take away from him 
the right to free speech be approved by the 
American people? 
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Save The Children! 
We do not know what the next 









political step our country will take © 
in regard to the situation created © 


by Nazi inhumanities, but we do 


know that the heart of our nation 
goes out to the suffering victims, 
indignant protests have _ been 
voiced, fervent prayers have been 
offered and now we must turn to 
the task of immediate relief. Places 
of refuge must be found for the 
thousands of Nazi victims. 

What about the United States? 
While President Roosevelt extend- 
ed the visas of over 12,000 refu- 
gees from Germany now in this 
country, he stated that there was 
no intention of seeking changes in 
the existing immigration quotas, 
Possibly such a demand cannot at 
this time come from the President,, 
It can and should come, however, 
from the conscience of the Ameri- 
can people. It should come from 
the ministers and congregations 
who prayed so fervently for the re. 
lief of the Nazi victims. Such a 
demand will prove the sincerity 
of the prayers and the nation-wide 
religious intensity of such a de 
mand will necessarily be heeded 
by Congress. 

Whatever economic objections 
and fears of increased unemploy- 
ment Congress may have with re- 
gard to enlarging the existing im- 
migration quota, there can be no 
such objections to the admission 
of children. 

We are certain that there are 
thousands of Jewish families in 
the United States, who, in the face 
of the present crisis, will gladly 
take refugee children into their 
homes and provide them with food 
and shelter as long as necessary. 
The organized Jewish communities 
would guarantee that the children 
receive the proper care. The ad- 
mission of these children would 
not undermine the employment sit- 
uation in the country as for many 
years these children would be con- 
sumers rather than _ producers. 
Their presence in the community 
would stimulate business. 

A movement must be started 
immediately by our national or- 
ganizations, if necessary in Cco- 
operation with the Red Cross 
and the Society of Friends, to 
get Congress to admit to the 
United States outside of the quo 
ta, at least 25,000 German ref- 
ugee children. A _ nation-wide 
campaign should be organized 
in every Jewish community to 
mobilize private homes, each of 
which should assume the full re 
sponsibility for the care of one 
child. This emergency move~ 
ment is not to minimize but to 
supplement the great work of re- 
lief and feconstruction of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, 
the United Palestine Appeal, the 
Youth Aliyah, and the German 
Jewish Childrens’ Aid, Inc. (A 
project of the National Council 
of Jewish Women).

Among the points of differentita- 
tion between the modern Jew and 
the medieval, one of the most sig- 
nificant lies in the realm of intern- 
al attitudes. Our medieval ances- 
tors tended to take their Judiasm, 
its theology, its morality and its 


system of ritual on authority, It 
never, or at least most rarely, oc- 
curred to them to challenge their 
tradition. They did not feel, if they 
were at all typical of their time. 
that they possessed the right to 
question what the past told them 
to be true and desirable, 


A LOGICAL DEVOTION 

Across the span of the centuries 
it is not hard for us to understand 
why 
the first place, the medieval Jew 
regarded the whole of his tradition 
as a divine origin. Naturally enough 
he felt it a presumption to impugn 
or to 


that of mankind. in addition, the 


Jewish milieu, His viewpoints 
were confirmed rather than 
lenged by those with whom he 
came in contact. The full pressure 
of the ghetto and its social mo- 
mentum cooperated to insure on 
his part a full and unquestionable 
conformity,

out how different in tone such an 
attitude is from that which pre- 
vails in the minds of most con- 
temporary Jews, One need only ob- 
serve the individual Jew of our 
day to recognize how free he feels

Nor is it hard to understand 
whence this shift in viewpoint was

as a citizen of the twentieth cen- 
tury he has the right to determine 
for himself his own attitude to- 
ward Judiasm. 

Thus it has come to pass that 
we, as Jews, feel free to reject the 
totality of the Jewish tradition or 
any single part of it. We may if 
we so desire abandon its inherited 
system of morality, We may if we 
are so minded withdraw from par- 
ticipation in Jewish life, individual 
and collective. These are privileges 
which have come to us as persons 
born in our age. 

But what most Jews fail to per- 
ceive is that the right to reject 
Judaism in whole or in part carries 
with it a prior obligation—the ob- 
ligation first to understand, 

A Jew has the right to reject 
Jewish religious attitudes but not 
until first he has come to com- 
prehend their logical validity and 
psychological values. He has the 
right, if he sees fit, to abandon tra- 
ditional observance, but not until 
he has first made an effort to un- 
derstand their place in the Jewish 
scheme of things, He is free to em- 
bark upon a deliberate policy of as- 
similation, But he owes it to him- 
self, to the Jewish group and to 
mankind, first to evaluate the pos- 
sible implications of his programme 
and the grounds on which it is re- 
jected by protagonists of Jewish 
revival. 


We have spoken of an obligation 


to understand, Whence does this 


obligation spring? It is derived in 
the first place from simple realities, 
Although in 


abandon his Judaism in its totality, 


theory a Jew may 


if he is so minded, the fact remains 
that assimilation is for most Jews 
an impossibility, It is therefore ob- 
viously the part of wisdom to make 
certain of the possible value of 
Judaism before one consigns him- 
self to a dubious existence midway 
'etween two groups, 

Again, each human being desires 
to live a full and rich life. Thou- 
sands and tens ot thousands of in- 
dividdals throughout the centuries 
have insisted that Judaism endowed 
their lives with meaning, signifi- 
cance and beauty. Unless then, a 
person is ready deliberately to 
choose the poorer life, he should 
first test that which he is tempted

to exercise the liberty without the 
thought, 

It should be borne in mind, last 
of all, that the precious’ things 
which men now enjoy are the pro- 
ducts and the efforts of men who 
lived in days gone by. They labored 
and suffered that we as their child- 
ren might possess the spiritual re- 
sources which are now at our dis- 
posal, Things that are good and 
true and beautiful in life have been 
created for us slowly and by in- 
tense sacrifice. It is a kind of spir- 
itual waste, a wantonness of the 
spirit, to disregard the accumulated 
heritage of the past without first 
evaluating it cautiously and care- 
fully. 

The obligation resting upon the 
Jew to understand before he re- 
jects is real enough, No Jew who 
has any respect for his intellect, 
no Jew who wishes to live as rich 
a life as he can, no Jew with any 
sense of realism or with any feel- 
ing of responsibility to the past of 
mankind and to its future can 
avoid that responsibility. 

It is possible, of course, that a 
Jew may come to understand and 
still reject. With such an individual, 
Judaism can have no quarrel, It 
must say to him, Go thy way in 
peace; we shall reason with each 
other again tomorrow. Judaism has 
no complaint against honest, intelli- 
gent and informed rejection of it- 
self, But Judaism does have a quar- 
rel with the man who accepts no re-
